Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Borough  of  Wallsend  for  the  year  1960.  This  report  has 
been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Circular 
1/61  of  31st  January,  1961. 

For  the  first  time  in  Wallsend’s  history,  the  population 
exceeded  50,000,  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  being  50,030. 
When  the  first  report  was  written  in  1911  after  Wallsend’s 
extension  of  boundaries,  the  population  was  41,343.  In  1913,  it 
was  43,700  and  from  then  until  1945,  it  varied  between  that 
figure  and  45,000.  From  1946  onwards  there  has  been  a  steady 
increase  until  at  last  the  50,000  mark  has  been  passed. 

After  a  rise  in  1959,  it  is  pleasant  to  record  in  1960  a  fall 
in  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate.  The  figure  of  22.12  per  1,000  live 
births  compares  favourably  with  the  national  figure  for  England 
and  Wales — ^21.9.  The  figures  for  1959  were  27.14  for  Wallsend  and 
22.2  for  England  and  Wales.  Looking  back  at  infant  mortality  at 
ten  year  intervals,  we  note  that  the  figures  for  1950  were  36.8,  for 
1940—52.1,  for  1930—72.5  and  for  1920—111.9. 

Following  the  large  outbreak  of  Measles  in  1959  (1234  cases 
notified),  it  was  to  be  expected  that  there  would  be  many  fewer 
cases  in  1960  and  in  fact  only  214  were  notified.  Other  infectious 
diseases,  usually  associated  with  childhood,  continued  at  a  low 
level.  1960  was  the  third  successive  year  free  of  cases  of  Polio¬ 
myelitis  :  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  absence  of  this  disease,  as  in 
the  case  of  Diphtheria,  will  not  lead  to  parents  becoming  less 
enthusiastic  about  immunisation  :  the  continuation  of  a  high 
percentage  of  children  protected  against  these  two  diseases 
remains  the  best  insurance  against  any  outbreaks. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  in  1960,  the  percentage  of 
vaccinations  against  Smallpox  reached  the  highest  level  since  1947, 
the  last  year  in  which  vaccination  was,  at  least  theoretically, 
compulsory.  The  highest  level  recorded  was  in  1926  when  the 
percentage  of  vaccinations  to  births  was  73.7.  After  1947  the 
percentage  fell  and  reached  its  lowest  point,  20.8,  in  1949.  From 
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that  time  the  percentage  has  risen  gradually  until  49.11  was 
reached  in  1960  (the  figure  for  1959  was  42.64). 

The  total  number  of  cases  on  the  Register  of  Tuberculosis 
was  almost  the  same  in  1960  as  in  1959.  At  the  end  of  1960,  there 
were  296  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  (compared  with  300  in 
1959)  and  51  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  (compared  with 
49  in  1959).  The  Register  gives  no  indication  of  the  general 
improvement  in  the  situation  and  no  indication  of  the  intensive 
work  being  carried  on  by  Chest  Physicians  to  eradicate  the 
sources  of  infection.  Never  before  has  the  outlook  been  brighter 
for  those  who  have  the  misfortune  to  contract  Tuberculosis  : 
any  people,  who  attend  for  chest  investigations,  can  have  the 
comforting  thought  that  the  early  diagnosis  of  lung  tuberculosis 
holds  good  promise  of  a  speedy  cure. 

There  was  no  significant  change  in  the  Death  Rate  per  1,000 
population,  10.4  (compared  with  10.0  in  1959).  Adjusted  by  the 
Registrar  General’s  comparability  figure  of  1 .36  this  gives  a  Death 
Rate  of  14.14  per  1,000  population  compared  with  a  figure  of  11.5 
for  England  and  Wales. 

With  the  confirmation  of  the  Wallsend  (Benton  Way)  Clear¬ 
ance  Order  No.  35  on  8th  July,  1960,  the  five  year  programme 
was  completed.  This  does  not  mean  any  slackening  of  interest  in 
housing  accommodation  in  the  Borough — -from  time  to  time 
individual  houses  may  be  found  to  be  unfit  and  may  have  to  be 
closed.  However,  the  situation  at  the  end  of  1960  was  that  the 
majority  of  houses  in  Wallsend  satisfied  the  present  standards 
laid  down  by  which  suitability  for  habitation  can  be  judged.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  the  day  is  not  far  off  when  fitness  for  human 
habitation  may  also  be  decided  on  such  items  as  the  lack  of  a 
bath,  lack  of  an  inside  water  closet,  faulty  design  leading  to  lack 
of  privacy,  etc. 

In  1960  the  survey  was  completed  for  the  proposed  Smoke 
Control  Area  involving  1245  houses  in  the  area  bounded  by  the 
Coast  Road,  Churchill  Street  and  the  Tynemouth  Boundary. 
Assuming  that  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  is  obtained  during  1961,  it  is  intended  that  the  Area 
should  go  into  operation  in  the  middle  of  1962.  Unfortunately 
there  are  indications  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  that  a 
shortage  of  suitable  smokeless  fuel  may  cause  delay  in  the  creation 
of  additional  Smoke  Control  Areas. 


As  far  as  sewerage  was  concerned,  there  were  only  9  Privy 
Ashpits  in  outlying  farm  properties  where  sewers  were  not  avail¬ 
able.  This  lepresented  a  very  satisfactory  state  of  affairs.  On  the 
other  hand  the  disposal  of  the  sewage  was  a  different  matter.  All 
sewage  from  Wallsend  continued  to  be  poured  untreated  straight 
into  the  River  Tyne.  The  result  has  been  gross  contamination 
of  the  river  and  its  banks.  The  problem  involves  all  local  author¬ 
ities  in  the  Tyneside  Area  and  at  piesent,  a  Committee  consisting 
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of  technical  experts  from  all  the  authorities  involved,  is  considering 
possible  solutions  to  the  problem. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  Dr.  J.  B.  Tilley,  the 
County  Medical  Officer  foi  Northumberland,  for  gwing  me  permis¬ 
sion  to  include  details  of  services  administered  by  the  County 
Council  in  Wallsend  ;  Mr.  S.  S.  McIntyre,  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  and  all  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
help  ;  Mr.  W.  Morrison,  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Health  Department  for 
his  work  in  preparing  the  hgures  for  this  report,  and  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  for  their  encouragement 
during  the  year.

SLUM  CLEARANCE. 

(Five  Year  Programme). 

Some  progress  was  made  in  the  treatment  of  the  695  unfit 
dwellings  included  in  the  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  proposals 
approved  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  under 
Section  1  of  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954. 

On  the  2nd  February,  1960,  the  Council  passed  a  resolution 
declaring  an  area  including  properties  situated  at  Benton  Way,  to 
be  a  Clearance  Area  known  as  the  Wallsend  (Benton  Way) 
Clearance  Area  No.  35. 

The  Wallsend  (Benton  Way  No.  35)  Clearance  Order  1960,  was 
made  on  the  same  day  and  submitted  for  confirmation  by  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  on  the  15th  February, 
1960. 

The  Clearance  Order  was  confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  on  the  8th  July,  1960,  without  modification. 

The  Order  affected  14  houses  comprising  28  dwelling  houses: —

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SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION  RECORD— 1960. 

SMOKE  EILTER  AND  VOLUMETRIC  SULPHUR  DIOXIDE 

APPARATUS. 

The  above  apparatus  was  fitted  in  the  Health  Department 
Ofiice  in  Juty,  1954.  During  each  period  of  24  hours  about  60  cubic 
feet  of  air  from  outside  the  building  is  drawn  by  means  of  a  small 
electric  pump  through  a  piece  of  white  filter  paper  and  then  through 
two  bubbling  tubes  containing  diluted  hydrogen  peroxide.  Smoke 
particles  are  trapped  on  the  filter  paper  and  form  a  stain  which 
varies  according  to  the  amount  of  tarry  matter  and  other  com¬ 
bustible  matter  in  the  smoke  suspended  in  the  atmosphere.  The 
weight  of  material  caught  is  estimated  by  matching  the  stain  with 
a  scale  of  shades  which  has  been  previously  calibrated  by  matching 
with  weighed  stains.  The  amount  is  expressed  in  milligrams  of 
smoke  particles  per  100  cubic  metres  of  air  (28,349  milligrams  = 
1  ounce  ;  1  cubic  metre  —  35.317  cubic  feet).  Sulphur  dioxide  in 
the  air  reacts  with  the  hydrogen  peroxide  to  form  dilute  sulphuric 
acid  and  the  amount  of  this  is  estimated  daily  by  titration  with 
standard  alkali.  Erom  this  the  amount  of  sulphur  dioxide  in  parts 
per  100  million  parts  of  air  (by  volume)  is  calculated.

ICE  CREAM. 

THE  ICE-CREAM  (  HEAT  TREATMENT,  ETC.)  REGULA¬ 
TIONS,  1959. 

These  regulations  which  came  into  force  on  the  27th  April, 
1959  consolidate  and  amend  the  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  Etc.) 
Regulations,  1947  to  1952.  The  main  amendments  are  to  permit 
a  sterilization  process  as  an  alternative  to  pasteurization  and  to 
exempt  from  the  requirement  as  to  pasteurization  or  sterilization 
certain  types  of  water  ices  and  ice  lollies,  which  are  sufficiently 
acid  to  make  such  treatment  unnecessary.  The  latter  have  a  pH 
value  of  4.5  or  less  and  there  is  little  danger  that  pathogenic 
organisms  will  multiply  in  mixtures  as  acid  as  this.  The  appendix 
to  circular  8/59  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  sent  with  the  regulations 
deals  with  the  bacteriological  examination  of  ice-cream. 

During  the  year  12  samples  of  ice-cream  were  submitted  to 
the  Methylene  Blue  Reduction  Test  mentioned  in  the  appendix. 
1 1  of  these  were  in  Grade  1,  and  1  in  Grade  2. 

THE  FOOD  STANDARDS  (ICE-CREAM)  REGULATIONS, 

1959. 

These  regulations  also  came  into  force  on  the  27th  April,  1959 
and  replace  the  Food  Standards  (Ice-Cream)  Order,  1953.  They 
prescribe  amended  standards  of  composition  for  ice-cream  and 
“Parev”  (kosher)  ice  and  introduce  separate  standards  of  composi¬ 
tion  for  dairy  ice-cream  and  milk  ice.  Alternative  standards  are 
prescribed  for  certain  descriptions  of  ice-cream  containing  fruit, 
fruit  pulp  or  fruit  puree.

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS. 

The  Corporation  provide  a  public  swimming  bath  available 
for  the  public  from  March  to  December,  for  swimmers  of  both 
sexes.  The  water  is  from  the  mains  supply  and  is  heated  and 
maintained  at  a  temperature  of  74  —  76  dgs.  Fah.,  and  a  continuous 
filtration  and  chlorination  is  maintained,  so  that  there  is  a 
complete  change  over  of  the  water  every  eight  hours.  The  bath 
water  is  tested  thrice  daily  and  chlorine  regulated  to  maintain 
the  standard  of  sterilization. 

Wallace  &  Tiernan  special  chlorine  apparatus  is  installed 
and  combined  chlorine  is  maintained  at  a  standard  of  1  to  2  parts 
per  milhVu  of  the  water  which  is  the  sterilization  standard  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.

THE  FOOT  AND  MOUTH  DISEASE  (INFECTED  AREAS) 

SPECIAL  ORDER  No.  38,  1960. 

This  Order  was  made  on  the  7th  November  as  the  result  of  an 
outbreak  of  disease  at  Stanley,  Co.  Durham  and  Ponteland, 
Northumberland.  Restrictions  on  the  movement  of  cloven-hoofed 
animals  were  imposed  over  a  15  mile  radius  which  included 
Wallsend,  and  the  provisions  of  the  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease 
(Infected  Areas  Restrictions)  Order  of  1938  applied.  Publicity  was 
given  by  means  of  Press  Notices,  Posters  and  Police  Warnings,  and 
movement  licences  were  issued  when  required.  On  the  10th 
November  an  outbreak  of  the  disease  was  confirmed  at  the  piggery 
of  Alfred  Parker  Balls  at  Howdon  Dene  and  Fairyland  Field  in 
the  Borough  of  Wallsend,  and  400  pigs  were  slaughtered.  The 
piggery  was  declared  to  be  an  Infected  Place  in  accordance  with  the 
Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  Order  of  1928  and  the  movement  of 
cloven-hoofed  animals  was  prohibited  within  a  radius  of  two  miles. 
Measures  taken  by  Wallsend  Corporation  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  disease  included  the  di'^infection  of  approach  roads,  contamin¬ 
ated  vehicles,  swill  bins  and  bedding  sacks  ;  the  poison  baiting  of 
eleven  piggeries  within  the  two  mile  limit  to  coutrol  rats  (234 
bodies  were  recovered)  and  the  supplying  of  quick-lime  to  cover 
the  burial  pit  and  contaminated  land  at  the  Infected  Place. 

The  notice  defining  the  Infected  Place  was  withdrawn  on  the 
24th  December  and  the  Infected  Area  Restrictions  were  withdrawn 
on  the  6th  January,  1961. 

THE  TUBERCULOSIS  (NORTHUMBERLAND  AND  EAST 
DURHAM  ERADICATION  AREA)  ORDER,  1960. 

The  above  Order  was  made  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  on  the  15th  February,  1960,  and  came  into 
operation  on  the  1st  March.  The  Order  was  made  because  the 
Minister  was  satisfied  that  a  substantial  majority  of  the  cattle 
in  the  area  was  free  from  Tuberculosis.  Its  effect  was  to  prohibit 
the  movement  of  cattle  into  the  area  except  under  licence  or  on 
certain  transit  jouriteys. 

THE  TUBERCULOSIS  (ENGLAND  AND  WALES  ATTESTED 

AREA)  ORDER,  1960. 

The  above  Order  was  made  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  on  the  19th  September  and  came  into  operation 
on  the  1st  October.  It  revoked,  inter  alia,  the  Tuberculosis  (North¬ 
umberland  and  East  Durham  Eradication  Area)  Order,  1960, 
and  made  all  of  England  and  Wales  an  Attested  Area,  that  is  an 
area  as  respects  which  the  Minister  is  satisfied  that  Tuberculosis 
of  cattle  is  for  practical  purposes  non-existent  therein.  Scotland 
was  declared  an  Attested  Area  on  the  1st  October,  1959,  so  the 
effect  of  this  Older  is  to  allow  the  movement  of  cattle  anywhere 
within  Great  Britain  without  licence  unless  they  have  been 
imported  and  are  not  of  attested  status  or  unless  the  premises 
from  which  or  to  which  the  cattle  are  moved  are  subject  to  restric¬ 
tions  under  the  Tuberculosis  (Area  Eradication)  Order,  1950.
